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Applicant argues in substance that Bailey fails to teach or suggest the claim limitation of applicant's indpendent claims 1, 8, and 15, 
"wherein the first number of said taks groups is equal to a second number of said administrators". Bailey does teach a first nmber of 
task groups equal to a second number of administrators. Bailey, more specifically teaches "in a multprocessing enviorment, tasks are 
divided into groups or 'threads' that can be handled by sepearate processors." Bailey assigns a priority level to each thread only so that 
a lowest priority thread may generate a different interrupt. This is done to provide efficient management and distribution of taks for 
optimal results (col. 1, lines 45-67). The claimed limitations as presented do not distinguish between the distributing of administrative 
taks into a plurality of task groups that is equal to the number of administrators as taught by the combination of East and Bailey and; 
therefore. East in view of Bailey meets the scope of the claimed limitations. 
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
